Tb* aeeident 
was occasioned b/ tbe givlag way ef tho 
outer portloa of tbe pier, ea wbieb aariiral 
hundre l persons were con ^'regaled await- 
ing a boat to return, to this city. 

Tbe loeality to la a small bay diatrict, 

a' out two miles from North I'oint Light 
House. It was formerly known aa Holly 
0rof9, aad wae the €ret regular axeurelon 

plai-e fitteil up iieiir the olty, about fifteen 
years ago, and was the Btoet popular resort 
at that time aad fbr aeverat years aftert 
: ward. Tbto eBOumioa wae glvaa to Tivult 
I under tbe maaagemeat of tbe Mount Hoy a) 
I Beueficial Society of the Catholic Church 
of Corpus Christi, of which Father httrr is 
pastor, .Mount Royal aveaue aad Juosher 
stieet. 

The excurHion went ''|o" n on the barge 
I Cockade City, which was lowed by tho tug 
I Ammi'ia I'owell. The bar);!' was fornier- 
I ly an old canal boat which had been 
fitted up with several decks for excursion 
' piir[iose8 and used as such fur several 
years. Bhe made three trips, the last be- 
ing made fh>m tbia eity betweea tt aad 7 
o'clock, aad reaohed nvoli befor* 10 
o'clock.
